Selectmen’s Problems 


In the accompanying article the Town Crier says 
that some of the problems of the Selectmen are of 
their own making. 

One such problem, specifically, is the inability 
of some persons to understand the meaning of ‘Lay 
Out’ when new roads are being discussed, 

Some Selectmen seem to believe that they should 
be privy to all the discussion that goes on, no matter 
how protracted, in planning of roads, because the 
statutes say the Selectmen shall Lay Out the roads, 

That point in the statutes refers to the approval 
of the Selectmen of any proposed road, before such 
proposal goes to the Town Meeting. By means of that 
statute the Selectmen are empowered to give their 
final approval or disapproval, before the road is 
considered by the Town Meeting. 

It does not necessarily mean that the Selectmen 
shall Plan the road, Many people plan roads, in 
addition to such persons as the Town Engineer and 
the Planning Board, 

The Planning is approved by the Planning Board, 
and then sent to the Selectmen, no matter who origi- 
nates the ideas, on any road, 

The action of the Planning Board is not final, 
with reference to the acceptance of streets, because 
the Selectmen still have to ‘lay out’ such streets, 
But such ‘lay-out’ is not a\part of the Planning. It 
is the final step, by the highest authority, before the 
Town Meeting itself votes on approval or disapproval, 

Much time has been lost, in the past few weeks,
